Location: Within the 100-foot shoreline band, within a port priority use area, between 
Seacliff Drive and Shipyard No. 3, in the City of Richmond, Contra Costa 
County. 

Description: Within the 100-foot shoreline band 

 Install Bay Trail improvements, including: 
1. Install, use, and maintain: (1) an approximately 1,150-foot-long at grade trail 

consisting of a 10-foot-wide asphalt trail with 2-foot-wide decomposed 
granite shoulders on each side; (2) an approximately 84-foot-long, 12-foot-
wide elevated walkway; and (3) benches and way-finding/interpretive signs;

2. Re-grade upland areas and hydroseed with native plants. 
The project will result in approximately 27,148 square feet (0.62 acres) of new 
public access within the Commission’s jurisdiction.
